WILL ABOLISH CHECK OFF 


Ohio Mining Companies Insist 


They Will Deal With Em- 


ployes Separately

Columbus, Ohio.—A forerunner of 
what may be a nationwide plan to 
force the open shop in coal mines was 
seen here Wednesday in the act of the 
Southern Ohio Cool exchange in sen- 
ing notice on John "L. JLewis, president 
of tho United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica that Ohio operators 
would not 


meet him at Pittsburg Jan. 6. 


W. D. McKinney, secretary of tho 


exchange, in writing Lewis, said that 
when it came time t" make a new 
wage agreement with miners 
that 


they will deal directly with Ohio min- 
ers instead of handling the matter 
through tho central competitive field 
as they- have done in the past. The 
central competitive fields and repre- 
sentatives of miners and operators 
from these districts have always met 
in joint session and fixed wage and 
working agreements.' 


COMES AS SURPRISE 


The announcement of the Ohio oper- 


ators that they were breaking from 
this program and that they would 
abolish tho "check off" system came 
as a surprise. 
McKinney Wednesday denied that 


it was a move to force the open shop 
in the mines. He said tho movo was 
not primarily a. blow at 
organized 


labor but that the action was forced 
by economic and market conditions. 


Tho letter from the operators to 


Xiewis declared that the "plan of scale 
making or wage fixing employed in 
the past has seriously contributed to 
the existing state'of posterity and 
business depression, throughout the 
.mining district of southern Ohio. 


In effect the letter in forms Lewis 


the southern Ohio operators, will deal 
with miners in their own district' alone 
to* making ncw^'vgajse contraoK/j-^, . 


"When a new scale is propos-ed, the 


" letter said, »t will not include . the 
"check of!" provision through which 
tlic union, dues arc deducted from 
their wages by their employers and 
sent to tho miners union. 


Elimination ot this system, it was 


expected, would precipitate a real 
crisis in the southern Ohio fields, as 
the miners organization would un- 
doubtedly light such a move as one 
that would menace the very life of 


• the organization 
in that section. 


Miner officials have 
maintained in 


similar instances in the past that 
elimination of the check 
off would 


practically amount to a crushing of 
organized labor in mining districts. 


When abolition of the system was 


threatened recently in a decision by 
Judge Anderson of Indianapolis, a 
nationwide mine strike was narrowly 
averted. 
Only 
through a system 


where union dues are deducted from 
wages can such an organization be 
maintained in mining districts, miners 
officials declared, since this plan pro- 
vides the only means for assuring 
sufficient fiinds to tide miners over 
periods of idleness. The present agree- 
ment between miners and operators 
expires next^ April 1.

Washington—Eugene V. Debs has 


left behind here a. trail of mingled 
emotions. The administration which 
set him free is somewhat sadder and 
wiser. 


For both President Harding and At- 


torney General Daugherty who have 
tried their gospel of "understanding" 
in trying to convert Debs to a life of 
peace instead of agitation arc not so 
t>ure that they have succeeded. Their 
disposition is to say no more about 
the case and hope that Debs will not 
abuse tho liberty that has been given 
him by becoming a center for "more 
agitation, a rallying device for radi- 
calism and professional exploitation 
of the working classes. 


The Harding administration tried 


a unique experiment—one 'that has 
been clothed somewhat in. mystery 
because of the very delicacy of the 
undertaking. It is a fact that Debs 
could have had a pardon long ago if 
ho would have agreed to withdraw the 
views expressed against this coun 
try's entrance into the war. 
ICMs a 


fact thatv'hc never would,have been 
convicted' if. lv? had not made a fiery 
speecb.-'in the courtroom -before the 
jury* going even further than ever 
beforq. in his denunciation of tne war 
and his threats to do all in his pow- 
er to prevent America's success by 
discouraging enlistment. 


MANY MJEAS HEARD 


For months the Harding adminis- 


tration has been .bcseiged on every 
side to release Debs. First it was the 
radical group who believed that Debs 
was 
wrongly imprisoned 
and 
of 


course had a right to be set free. Then 
the're developed a sentimental move' 
ment based mostly on arguments of 
sympathy for the advanced age of the 
socialist leader. "Liberals who them- 
selves didn't agree with Debs' ex- 
treme philosophy joned in the -peti 
tion for bis release. Attorney Gen- 
eral Daughcrty tried several months 
ago by a personal talk with Debs in 
Washington to convince the Socialist 
leader of the error of his views but he 
failed. 
The administration was re- 


gretful that it could not then have 
brought Debs to its own viewpoint 
andj announced his rcleabc. 
Finally 


the' sentimentality of tho Christmas 
season gave the final impetus to the 
movement for the rcle.-isc of Debs and 
tho administration yielded. 


NO COERCION USED 


But in deciding to give Debs his 


liberty, the president and the attorney 
general knew from experience with 
radicals that it would be a mistake to 
impose 
conditions 
on 
Debs—to 


thrcatc.n. him or use coercion in try- 
ing to enforce silence. The answer of 
the radical is that he will never yield 
' to coercion and that every man has 
I liberty of ' action ' and of thought. 
1 There is a conflict of statement as to 
| whether Debs came to Washington 
• voluntarily or involuntarily but the 
fact is he was given transportation to 
tho national capital and arrangements 
were made in advance to ghc him nn 
audience at both the White house and 
the department of justice. 


Mr. Harding had never seen Debs. 


He had been told for months of the 
wonderful personality of the ng 
Socialist. He really wanted to meet 
him and talk with him. The president 
wondered how a man of such remark' 
able personality could hold such sub 
vcrsivc views. The Socialist leader 
made no promises as to his future as- 
litudc. Tho administration 
merely 


expressed its hopes that he would not 
lend himself to «;p]oltaUon 
com- 


mercially or otherwise. U remains lo 
b« seen whether I>ebs will turn to 
the life, of agitation on which hr Iw 
subsisted for a generation or whether 
ho will reciprocate the kindness of 
the administration by keeping quiet.

Objection by Miss Faunic llurst to the

cinema play. The novel and the drama are 
different species of art and plots are not 
transferable arbitrarily from, one to the 
other. 
Nevertheless, if an adaptation is 


intended to be as nearly a truthful repre- 
sentation as possible the changes should" 
be as slight as artistic exigencies ne- 
cessitate. 


It may be that a picture-drama adopter 


sees new dramatic opportunities in a nov- 
el, and secures the production rights in or- 
der to use what he pleases and disregards 
what does not suit him. In this case prac- 
tically an, entirely new plot is constructed. 
But it is not a dramatization of the novel 
and cannot rightly be attributed to the au- 
thor of the fiction. It is a play construct- 
ed from the novel, and in justice to the 
writer the announcement should state that' 
the play is founded on the novel by Miss 
So-and-So.

If an author desires to have her book 


produced with fidelity, as to plot, charac- 
ters; atmosphere and scenes, she should 
specify in her contract that she reserves 
the right to approve the scenario or ar- 
. range to collaborate in the dramatization. 
Under either of these agreements the nov- 
el would be altered for the cinema in a 
way to please the author. Many novels 
which have been converted into motion 
pictures bear not the least resemblance to 
their original state. Dramatizers and pro- 
ducers have shown no regard for the liter- 
ary reputation or the artistic taste of the 
author. There should be a definite trnder- 
standing in the interest of the person 
whose name is used.

ANOTHER TALK TO TEACHERS 


This time I'm not going to use my mallet. I've 


said enough mean, rowdy things about teachers. 
Cod b!ess 'em forever and no Amen in the sense of 
a hungry boy gives the word after a gruelling grace. 
This time I'm making a plea to teachers. I plead 
that you stop" teaching pupils the same old stuff 
and tell them the truth about the respiratory In- 
fections. But first, of course, you've got to learn 
the truth yourselves, for few of you have ever had 
a fair chance. Those who preside over your destiny 
are a smug, complacent lot in all that pertains to 
health and hygiene. This isn't so because I say- 
so, merely, but you can see for yourselves it is so— 
aren't they eternally complaining of their ills and 
swapping symptoms? 


A junior high preceptress asks me to tell her what 


the symptoms of infantile paralysis are, and also to 
suggest what she should teach her pupils to help 
them avoid this disease. 
Now, children, that's a 


likely, sensible 
and 
wholly 
germane 
question. 


There's a subject a fellow could talk about. 


But here's half my space gone and I haven't told 


you anything about infantile paralysis yet. 


Well, girls, acute anterior poliomyelitis, a name 


invented for the sole purpose of airing our familiar- 
ity with tho dead—languages—is one of twenty or 
more diseases which, again employing an inept 
word, we call respiratory infections, because they 
are all conveyed in the fine invisible spray given 
off from nose and mouth when the individual com- 
ing down with or ill of such a disease talks or 
laughs. Practically, this is the only way the res- 
piratory infections are contracted, tho of course 
kissing", shaking hands, and the common use of 
pencils, cups, bathtubs, toothbrushes, all day suck- 
ers and dimes about the mouth may possibly con- 
vey these infections.

1. Infantile paralysis (acute anterior poliomyelitis 


—acute inflammation o fthe gray matter nearer the 
front of the spinal cord, tho we now know this ear- 
lier description, was inaccurate.

Don't touch this supremely important health con- 


serving and life saving question, don't attempt to 
deal with it at all, teachers, if you still harbor a 
httle suspicion that one^ does somehow "catch cold" 
from dampness, drafts or'weather. One catches a 
respiratory or rather a spray infection by venturing 
needlessly within the five foot barrage—about the 
individual who has such infection; or by^ being 
caught within the danger area, a circle around such 
individual, with a. radius of 10 feet, if the individual 
sneezes or coughs, without coving his nose and 
mouth with 'handkerchief, mask or hand.

the whole motive of the international 
drama, the fundamental cause of war. 


In all of tbe principal countries the 


maker or producer of goods is paid 
less than what he produces is worth. 
The farmer who raisw a. bushel of 
wheat is not paid as much for it as 
that bushel is worth in trade after it 
leaves his hands. If seven operatives 
in a shoe factory between them make 
a pair of shoes worth seven dollars, 
they are paid only about four. The 
result is that in all of the pricipal 
manufacturing countries there is a 
constant tendency to pile up a sur- 
plus of goods.- 
Some of this is ex- 


changed with 
other manufacturing 


countries, but manifestly most of it 
cannot be so disposed 
of. 
because 


•each of these countries has also a sur- 
plus. The result is that the actual 
surplus of what labor produces, over 
what, labor can buy. with its wages, 
must be sold to some'non-manufactur- 
ing country 
where the' industrial 


system does not exist, or at least Is 
not so highly developed. Hence the 
fact that all nations compete fiercely 
lor markets in China, South America, 
nnd all of the other "undeveloped" 
countries. 
They must have these 


markets for their surplus goods. The 
nation that does not get its share of 
these markets has a surplus of goods 
pile upon its hands. Then production 
stops, there is-unemployment, famine, 
strikes, social unrest. 


Every war is at bottom a struggle 


tetween the principal manufacturing 
nations for 
special rights in these 


surplus-goods markets, and for the 
supplies of raw material 
thsy con- 


tain. 
"War win 
stop automatically 


•cihcn the common man 
refuses to 


fight for these markets, which are 
made necessary largely by his exploi- 
tation, and 
when he learns how to 


check that exploitation by getting for 
his labor as much a'sMt is worth in 
'goods produced.
